DEBATE ON Silt. FOSTElt's UHOSLCTIONS. 
Mr. Foster's resolution was taken up, and a 
motion made thnt flic House do now go into Com- 
mittee of tlte AVhole, to consider all accounts 
•which may be laid before it, in order to define 
precisely the liabilities of tliis Colony with regard 
to all account.- of the Hudson Hay Company with 
the Imperial Government. 

Mr. Franklin— 1 object to any examination being 
made into those accounts. 

Mr. Caiv— Mr. .Speaker. I have an amendment 
to offer, viz : "That this House do hjit go into 
Committee on the question of any accounts be- 
tween the Imperial Government and tho Hudson 
Hay Company ; this House believing that this 
Colony is under no liability to the H. 15. 
Company." Mr. Speaker, we have nothing what- 
ever to do with the accounts. Common rumor 
(newspaper report in England, I mean) saysth.it 
n claim of £22,000 is held against the Colony by 
tho Company; but We will put ourselves in a 
queer position by asking fur n statement. Do 
the members not see — is it not perfectly plain — 
that if we meddle with those affairs, some of these 
fine days we may bo told by the Imperial Goven- 
mcnt: — You have had the benefit of this money, 
and now you must pay it ! If we inquire for these 
accounts, we don't know how soon we may be 
forced to pay the balance) Let the House decline 
to have anything to do with those accounts. 

Mr. Foster — In bringing the question before the 
House, I have very substantial reasons in view. 
Th- lion, gentleman (Mr. Can] tells us we may 
make ourselves liable for the amount due the 11. 
B Company, if we meddle with the matter. 'I he 
accounts should be inuidlnl with. We want to 
know how we stand. Wc all know the great 
hurry with which these government buildings 
were/erected, contrary to all demands and protests'. 
The House is asked to appropriate 2,0007. to finish 
work which the Hudson Hay Company com- 
menced [cr.es of of No! No!) If a clear state- 
ment is not laid before the House of the«- 
accounts, the government, to say the least, has 
committed a great oversight. It should have been 
able, in entrusting the business of the Colony to 
us, to have given a clear statement of nil previous 
accounts. We are 1 ke a new firm starting in 
business, we should know the exact stale nf affairs 
of the concern,— tSe cash on baud, the liabilities, 
etc. I n*lc that all accounts Do laid before the 
House before wc proceed further. These govern- 
ment buildings are perfectly useless for such a 
Colony as this. The one building in the centre 
(no n occupied by the Governor) would have been 
entirely sufficient t» carry/On the public business 
for years to come. Before we go into any expen- 
diture, we should know exactly how we stand. 

Mr. YVaddington — I think the demand a proper 
one ; wo want to get a look Into how nutters have 
been conducted in years gono.by. We should 
know what wc owe, or what is owing us. I can- 
not under-tind why or how the whole site of the 
town of Victoria hud been taken up by the Hudson 
Bay Company. If the affairs between the Com- 
pany and the Imperial Government are properly 
sifted, I firmly believe they would show a balance 
in favor of the latter. Let us have the statement. 

Mr. Coles — Mr. Speaker, 1 am in favor of Mr. 
Foster's resolution ; 1 can see nothing Improper 
in it; the demand is one w>- should be com- 
plied with. I hope the mot.nr fbf s. 

Mr. Crea«c — We should clcarij ,™ "w, and un- 
derstand, and have upon tho records of the House, 
some clear and distinct account of the affairs of 
this Colony. Without such wc ca"; do nothing — 
we will be groping in the dark. 

Mr. Cary — A statement h'Ss come from the Home 
Government to the effect that, on granting the 
Civil List, the lands of the Colony will be given 
over to the Colony. [Sensation.] 

Mr. Cooper — [observe in the estimates that the 
sum of 2000/ is required to finish the building in- 
tended for the use of the House of Assemb.y. 
We must have some basis to atart upon before we 
can net; we should not move until wo perfectly 
understand our position.', 

Mr. McDonald — I sec nothing improper in the 
demand; the accounts are all against the Imperial 
Government — not against the Colony. It is proper 
and necessary that we should have the accounts 
immediately. 

Mr. Carv — The motion of Mr. Foster is a very 
impolitic one. We have started in business on 
our own iccount, and we have no right to look 
into the old accounts. Suppose we are allowed a 
look at tho documents; it will do us no good— no 
benefit can bo derived from their perusal. Why, 
I would r.ciiher smell, taste nor touch the pre- 
cious documents, if rendered the House. 

Mr. Ccry's amendment was then put and lost ; 
and Mr Foster's resolution adopted by it majority 
of tw- votes. Ayes, Crease, Cooper, Coles, South 
gate, McDonald, Foster, Waddington; noes, Gor- 
don, Green, Cary, Tolmie, Franklin.

The British Columbia Post Office. 



Cayoohu Flat, April 17, 18C0. 
Editoh British Colonist ;— Mny I, through 
the medium of your columns, beg to inqu> r« 
whether there is any Postmnster-Geperal, or any 
one in the Colonies of llritish Columbia or Van- 
couver Island, who acts as such ; or any one who's 
duly it is to look after the interests and abuses of 
the Post Office of this Colony. If there is, it is 
time that ho looked and inquired into the manner 
in which the institution is managed in llritish Co- 
lumbia. 

There is what is culled a Vost Oll'.ce at Hope, 
Vale, and Douglas, each under the charge of an 
official holding the sinecure called the Chi :f of 
Police, each having under him one subordinate at 
Douglas, one at Hope, and two at Yale— all draw- 
ing tftd same pay as himself. Hut if the pay and 
authority given is not much, the dignity of the 
name seems to be sufficient to place, them above 
the duties of common constable, ai.d altogether 
too dignified to condescend to attend to the re- 
quirements that the public very reasonably expect 
of a Postmaster. 

Several persons were down from here to Doug- 
las on Friday, the 13th Inst., when the steamer 
Henrietta; bringing the mail from Victoria, arrived 
in the evening, and delivered the mail to his high 
mightiness, the Postmaster, who absolutely refused 
to give any one their letters t il 9 o'clock the next 
morningj The steamer discharged her freight, 
and left the next morning without a mail, though 
there were letters in the Post Office for Victoria. 
Hut, it is supposed that as there were no official 
documents to go down j u >t then, the convenience 
of the public was not considered of sufficient im- 
portance. In the Meantime! persons from here 
who had letters, and also numerous commissions 
to inquire at the Post Oflicefor others, were obliged 
to leave without their letters, so as to be able to 
make the pottage in one day, or else lose a whole 

day. 

How long will the people of British Columbia 
continue to be inflicted with such nrindyur.ee, 
through the neglect or incapacity of officials S 
The Post Office, as now conducted, is rather a nui- 
sance than otherwise. Letters of business men 
sometimes, through mistake, get into the Post 
Office, and are delayed ; when, had there been no 
Post Office, they would have been forwarded 
promptly by express. It is IIO excuse to say that 
there is no revenue from the Post Office of Uritish 
Columbia, and that it is a bill of expense to the 
Government; for it has never yet been conducted 
in such a manner that it eoulil he anything else. 

Was the money that the Government pays to 
Express companies for carrying official docu- 
ments, spent on making the Post Office more 
efficient, the mails carried and delivered more regu- 
larly, and obliging and courteous Postmasters em 
ployed, confidence in it would be created, and 
business men would gladly use it ; and most as- 
suredly the result would bo far different As it is 
now, the Post Office is a disgrace to a British 
Colony.

Defeat of the Government: 

No great decree of penetration is neces- 
sary to discover tlie double-dealing manner 
in which the government organ blows hot 
arid .cold. Thai happy institution variously 
known as the (Victoria) Westminster Times, 
Victoria Gazette, Headless Gazette, V. I. 
Gazette, (freely translated, the Venal tnron- 
siatetlt Gazette) and now Viotoria Gazelle 
again — in its yesterday's issue, has a leader 
bearing the traces of llelmcken, Cary. 
Franklin & Co., that ridicul • the reform 
parly in the Assembly for demanding the 
accounts between tiie Government and the 
11 ml son Bay Company. The latter is 
treated as a mere phantom in the leader ; 
whilst in a sub-leader the Company is 
charged with "repealed acts of meanness," 
" over-reaching." " breach of faith," " petty, 
narrow-minded traders,"- in short, the es- 
sence arid substance of ihe sub-leader is, 
that the agents of the Company here and 
over "half the continent" are nothing more 
nor less than rogues. With a sheet so 
conducted; with a government that grants 
a license to pull in one column, and throw 
billingsgate at the Company in anolher 
column ; with a sheet written up usually by 
a po.-t office clerk, managed by a pio- 
prielor imported from San Francisco hke 
European States once imported Swiss mer- 
cenaries to do their bloody beh?sts and 
drill ihfir native subjects into submission ; 
with such a sheet, supported by such a 
government, whatever il may say or do, can 
have no weightitian enlightened community. 
Its twaddle and its invective are alike be- 
neath the notice of upright and liberal 
minded men, determined to do their duty 
without fear, favor or affection. 

Such an organ is a fit internment to lam- 
poon Ihe Assembly; and if possible cheat 
the coatllry out of its lights. But luckily 
the men who defeated the Obstructives on 
Wednesday, are neither to be bullied nor 
purchased ; whether in the House or out of 
it. As business men, lliey have adopted a 
business mode of attending to the public 
accounts, mid instead of recanting a< the 
government imagines, hko the waves that 
wash our >hore they recoil only to gather 
new strength, and return with white and 
foaming crests to attack with redoubled 
force die enemy that has said : " thus far 
shall thou go and no farther." 

Major Foster's moliou !' to consider all 
accounts, in order to define the precise lia- 
bilities of the Colony," is exactly the thing 
that ought to be done. It would be a 
Stupid way of doing business lo vote a Civil 
List, and tax the country to pay it, without 
firat examining the financial condition of 
the Colony. The Assembly, are the agents 
of the constituencies to attend to their busi- 
ness. As such they would prove traitors 
to their pledges were they to take the word 
of Governor Douglas' "victim," Mr. Gary, 
for Anything, (be having already violated 
his public pledge not to return lo British 
Columbia) without a thorough examination 
and evidence of its truth. Were the 
House of Assembly to tax the Colony 
£15,000 or £20,666 die meet the estimates 
for 1860, and il was subsequently discov- 
ered dial the Hudson Bay C mpany owed it 
enough to meet the ordinary expenses for 
the next thrje or four years, they would pre 
sent themselves In a most pitiable shape be- 
fore) their constituents. But if they submit 
all our financial transactions to a searching 
scrutiny, strike a balance sheet, and show 
the country that they will not recklessly, 
as the representatives of a small colony 
of not more than 4000 persons, thrust upon 
them the responsibilities attached to the pay- 
ment of a Civil List without counling the 
cost; then they show themsolvos fit and 
proper men to be trusted with the grave du- 
ties of legislators. Il may suit -a few per- 
sons both in and out of the House to grant 
the civil list and levy a lax to meet it ; be- 
cause they are anxious for the "loaves and 
fishes." Men, however, who have a char- 
acter to lose and a stake in the country, ex- 
pect, with the Budget a clear financial ex- 
hibit, showing the actual, no; imaginary 
staio of our finances. If this colony is lo ho 
released from the tutelage of the Hudson 
Bay Company, and come iulc the enjoy- 
ment of its esiale, it justly expects its guar- 
dians to render ati account of theiA steward' 
ship. The accounts being refused, as ihe 
government of Gov. Douglas has attempted 
lo do, ihe only conclusion at which disinter- 
ested persons can unive, is that "there is 
somuihiuy roiien in Denmark," which makes 
jl still more a duty to scrutinize still more 



ciosely the relations of the Company to the 
Colony. 

It is not "whether a balance is due to Ihe 
Hudson Bay Company or not;" it is not 
whether "no claim has been made against 
us or none thought of;'" but the operation 
of the motion is to learn whether there is 
not a large sum of money due to the Terri- 
torial revenue, that is justly our due; and 
which if paid over into tne colonial treasury 
would save the imposition of taxes for 
years to come. It is ihe investigation thai 
the exponents of l'te company oppose; pre- 
ferring to impose taxes rather than avoid 
them. The bugbear raised by "mother 
Cary's chickens" that by simply looking 
into ihe accounts we would incur all the li- 
abilities is simply ridiculous, or what might 
be expected of a special pleader who throws 
out remarks as though fishing for a $15,000 
fee. During the electoral canvass these 
self-same governmental Worthies — one and 
all — denied ihe existence of any debt due 
tu the Company; but now recoiling with 
holy horror they refuse to look at the ac- 
counts for fear thai wo may incur liabilities. 
Truly, India rubber men are numerous, and 
are turning somersaults on every public 
question. With such a record, the princi- 
ples of Helmcken, Cary, Franklin, Gordon, 
Green & Co. are too elastic to be trusted 
without watching, 

The opposition — composed of Foster, 
Wuddingion, Crease. Southgate, Cooper, 
Coles and .McDonald — done nobly in voting 
down the amendment of Cary ; and defeat- 
ing the irresponsible ministers of Gov. 
Douglas. They have entered a wedge 
which if <lti veil home will let light into 
many a dark place "whose outside is fair 
to the eye but within is lull ol all unclean- 
liness." By persisting in the investigation 
they will settle forever those questions that 
agitate Ihe people— that agitate the "ver- 
min" as Helmcken called them — and thus 
sink mere political difierences into an uni- 
ted elfort to develope our resources and ren- 
der the colony prosperous and contented 
On the fourth day of May 1859, a motion 
was carried condemning the erection of 
bridge and buildings across James' Bay ; 
but when the ominous Ides of May return 
again, those acts will be 4 confirmed, and 
many others he "weighed in Ihe balance 
and found wanting."

Demolition ok Sukiiuriuv Residences. 
— O.i Thursday afternoon a posse of police- 
men, under Chief of Police Bailey, proceed- 
ed lo the Indian tents and shanties at the 
rear of Young's warehouse and pulled them 
down. One of the natives became enraged 
at seeing his habitation destroyed in such a 
summary manner, and opening a box shook 
a nil (Tiber of human scalps alone of Ihe of- 
ficers, as much as to say, "I'll serve you the 
same way, old fellow, if 1 gel a chance." 
The Indian was afterwards arrested, but 
the scalps had been carried oil. Yesterday 
morning, Chief Bailey, with his posse, 
tore down the remaining shanties this side 
of the Bay, anil the Indians were busy du- 
ring the day in transporting their goods to 
the other side, there is not now an Indian 
camp in the northern section of the city. 
The savages took it all in good part, staling 
that as luj-i,s Ty-kcc Douglas had ordered 
their residences lo be destroyed, it must be

all right. 

Not all the Correspondence. — Mr. 
Cary replied to Maj ir Foster's motion for 
the the balance of Ihe Stamp Correspon- 
dence by denying that there was any. By 
reference to the letter of W. A. G. Young, 
Esq., of Jan. 2, 1 8130 there is proof positive 
that all has not been laid before the House. It 
says: ''and although he ( Gov Douglas) p'erfg- 
cd himself to recommend and support your ap- 
plication with all his influence, he is entirely 
without the power to make a complete con- 
veyance of any land in the Colony." When 
and how did his Excellency pledge himself? 
The tense is past, not present. This is the 
first letter in point ol date, submitted ; con- 
sequently, Major Foster was right in de- 
manding "the further correspondence ;" and 
it is hoped the t he will restore the treacher- 
ous memory of Mr. Cary io healthy a condi- 
tion. 

Present ok Fi.ag-Stakk and Fi.au. — 
Mr. T. II. McCanp, President of ihe Tiger 
Engine Company, has purchased the Flag- 
staff, formerly in front of the American 
Hotel, and presented it lo the Company. Il 
will be erected in front of the House occu- 
pied by the Tigers, on Johnson street, and a 
new (lag, a present from Capt. Murray, of 
the steamer Douglas, and expected from be- 
low by the next steamer, will wave there- 
from on Tuesday next, for the first time. 

A Well Merited Sentence.— The 
voung Indian thief that robbed Mr. Nias' 
house last week, and was rescued by his 
friends at the Hyder encampment from the 
Polioe, was yesterday sentenced to three 
months work in the chain-gang. 



The Firemen's Parade.— The first pa- 
rade of the Union Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany will take place on Tuesday next. The 
Tiger and Deluge engine companios, havS 
ing been invited, will also turn out, and take 
part in the parade. The Hook and Ladder 
Company will dress in their uniform — plain 
red shirl, black pants, and New York (ire- 
caps, The Tigeis will appear in red shirts, 
trimmed with black velvet, black pants, and 
glazed caps ; the Deluge Company in red 
shirts, with a blue badge, (on which will bo 
inscribed the insignia of the company,) 
black pants, and j. lazed caps. The appa- 
ratus of the respective companies will be 
drawn by the members. The procession 
will march thiough the principal streets, 
headed by the excellent brass baud from 
II. M S. Topaze, and the pioneers or axe- 
men, and also a number of hoys as torch- 
bearers. Durinir the afternoon, the firemen 
will be reviewed by His Excellency Ihe 
Governor, at his residence across James' 
Bay. Later in the day, a collation will be 
partaken of at the Hook and Ladder house i 
after which the firemen will separate for 
their homes. 



From Abojve. — Mr. (J. B. Wright, of 
Cayoosh Flat, informs us that two China- 
men were found murdered in their tent at 
Big Bar, about three weeks since. Their 
throals had been cut, anil ihe deed is sup- 
posed lo have been committed by white 
men. Justice Ellwyn, of Cayoosh has ten- 
dered his resignation as Justice of the 
Peace and Commissioner, at that place. 
The cause of the resignation is said lobe 
interference on the part of the Executive 
with Mr. EUvyn's duties. A petition, nu- 
merously signed, has been sent to the Gov- 
ernor, asking him not to accept the resig- 
nation. No mining news from Quesncllo 
had been received up to the time of Mr. 
Wiight leaving.

House of Assembly. 

Tiiuusoa Y, April 2G, 1860. 
The House met at .1 o'clock. Present— Speaker 
Helmckcn in tha ch air, and Messrs. Crease, 
Waddiiigton' McDonald, Green, Franklin, Gary, 
Gordon, Tolmie, Foster, and Cooper. 
■ A Dill to provide for laying out, making and 
repairing of roads, passed to a second rending. 

A Bill to provide lor lhu more efficient regulation 
of the Pilotage laws of Victoria and Esqulmult 
harbors, passed to second reading. 

Mr. Foster's resolution, asking the Governor 
whether there hi d been any other correspondence 
connected with the Stamp matter, which had not 
been laid before the House, was taker; up. 

Mr, Cary — There is no other correspondence. 
I should like to know what induced the inquiry ? 

Mr. Foster — I offered the resolution because 
while the debate on the correspondence was going 
on, I was told by Captain Stamp that the grant 
had been alreday made, and that the House need 
not trouble itself about the matter. 

Mr. Cary — No grant has ever been made to 
Capt. Stamp. No correspondence has ever been 
withheld from the House. 

Mr. Wadding ton's motion to appoint a Com- 
mittee of five to consider the practicability of 
removing the Indians located in the northern sec- 
tion of the town, was taken up. 

Mr FranUlin moved that the Indians over the 
Esquimalt bridge be included in the resolution. 

Mr. Wiiddington's resolution was alopted, and 
Messrs. Waddingtnn, Green, McDonald, Gordon, 
and Crease, appointed as a Committee. 

Mr. Cooper, moved that the further discussion 
on the resolution to inquire into the accounts be- 
tween the Hudson Hay Company and the Impe- 
rial Government, be postponed until the 3d of 
May- Adopted. 

Mr. Franklin's resolution asking the Governor 
for a return or the population of the Colony, etc , 
was adopted. 

The Hill providing for the administration of oaths 
and 'he production of evidence before commit- 
tal s t the House »cnme op for rccoi d redi a ng, 

Mr. Crease said it had been found necessary to 
call in the services of the Chief Justice to adminis- 
ter oaths; and he wished to sec the power delega- 
ted in the Speaker and in the Chairman of com- 
mittees. Many cases arose where it would be ne- 
cessary to administer oaths by committees in order 
to insure correct evidence. 

Mr. Cooper — There is another point not touched 
upon. I shall favoi it on the score of economy. 
Why, the other day the Chief Justice presented 
the Speaker with a bill of costs for swearing in the

Mr. Speaker — Yes. [Laughter.] 
The bill was referred to a committee of three. 
Sill for regulation of the legal fraternity, was 
passed to second reading. 

Mr. Cary introduced * Hill for the Incorporation 
of tho Town of Victoria. The bill provides for 
the election of a Mayor and six Councillors; all 
persons whose names are on the assoesment rolls 
hare .a right to vote far Mich officers. None but 
a British subject can occupy a seat in the Council. 
Tfce Oattncil arc to pass by-laws for their guid- 
ance; to raise moneys ; regulate markets; pro- 
vide for an efficient plan of draiivayo; regulate 
highways, bridges, etc. ; control the Fire Depart- 
ment; settle landmarks and wards; prevent nui- 
sance; pass . sanitary measures ; make assessment 
rolls; provide for maintenance of hospital ; levy a 
poll tax if thought necessary ; provide for main- 
xatnance of a police force, jail, -etc, etc. The bill 
passed to a second reading. 

Mr. Waddingtnn wanted to know in what light 
we were to regard Mr. Cary. Was he a minister ? 
He appears here among us, clothed with power tu 
represent the wishes and viewsof his Excell tncy. 
Mr. Cary read a message of his Excellency to 
ie House, authorizing him {Cary) to explain 
[mints connected with the government upon which 
|he members needed information, and said that 
Ihe Governor had doubtless thought best to dele- 
gate some one posted tr* answer questions. My 
/position is that of legal adviser to the Crown; 
|juiitil I receive a salary for any services I may ren- 
der the Government in the House, I shall not 
Vmsidrr myself a minister. 
jMi. Wnddingtnn said he should not press the 
subject lit present ; but he was not aware of any 
legal means of intercourse between the [louse and 
the Governor besides the Speaker. [Hear, hear.] 

Mr. Foster gave notice of the following motion : 
I beg that information bo given this House, when 
the Dispatch ordering the land of this Colony to 
he made over to the Assembly was received; anil 
that such Dispatch be laid upon the table of this 
House. 

Mr. Macdonald gave notice of the following:— 
I will move on the 27th day of April tint the de- 
fining or laying out of the main rond in the dis- 
trict of Sooke, be included in the suivcvs about 
to be made of the road in the distric'.s of Metcho- 
sin and Esquimalt 

The House adjourned to .3 o'clock to-morrow, 
< Friday.) 

** Finn ay, April 27, 1SG0. 
The Douse met at 3 o'clock. Present — Speaker 
Helmcken in the Chair, and Messrs. Green, Coop- 
er, Gordon, Waddington, Franklin, McDonald 
and C case. 

Mr. Crease, from the General Committee on 
Elections, reported as follows: "That the General 
Committee on Election Petitions) having duly ex- 
amined into the petitions of Amor DeCosmos and 
Thos.

The Attorney General's Incomo. 

EDITOR British Colonist: — I see by the Es- 
timates sent by tho Governor, nnd presented to 
the House of Assembly by the Attorney General 
(chosen Minister of Finance), that for the Attor- 
ney General's office the estimate for clerk is 200/.; 
expenses incident to prosecutions, 310/. ; Attorney 
General's salary, 300/. Total, 810/. 

At a time like this, when His Excellency, tho 
Governor, offers an inducement to dishonesty and 
incapacity by placing the salaries of some respon- 
sible and capable officers so low that in case they 
have families to support their salaries would bo 
inadequate to supply their ordinary wants, owing 
to the contemptible and disproportionate pittances 
doled out, it becomes the duty of these officers, and 
also of the public at large, to inquire into and 
learn, if possible, at whooe suggestion this Hill ol 
Estimates for tho current year has been prepared 
and resolved upon. 

Let me, Mr. Editor, i t order to assist others in 
arriving at a conclusion, call attention to the above 
estimates fur the Attorney General's office. First: 
the salary of the clerk is 'J00/. What dues the 
Attorney General want with a clerk at as high a 
salary as the Treasury clerk? Oh, yes! to be 
sure ! He has his private practice to intend to, and 
a clerk is indispensable for that j and if this chosen 
" Minister of finance" can draw out of the pub- 
lic treasury his clerk's pay, why it is just that 
much gained. 

Now, if any of your ro ders are simple enough 
to suppose this Clerk is intended lor anything else 
than the personal and private use and rofitoflhls 
"ino-twise young jurist," let them look at the re- 
markable indictments presented r the last Grand 
Jury and drawn in the hand writing, we should 
suppose, of the Attorney General himself,— and 
(though it is said he has a clerk) such indict- 
ments ! pi'y but they could lie sent home for in- 
spection to him whoso "favorite pupil" he was, or 
claims to have been— upon their legal merits. Mr. 
Editor, these indictments are public records, oth- 
erwise they would not hnve been referred to. 
Having set on juries before this, and having seen 
criminal indictments before, those of the "lirstlaw 
officer of the Crown" on this Island, weie, of 
course, inspected; but "comparisons are odorous.'' 

Next conies an item for expenses incidental to 
prosecutions- 310/, incidental, I suppose, to such 
a remarkable prosecution as that against John 
Butts, and thill other noted one against Francis 
I'irney. There are not more than perhaps hven'y 
criminal prosecutions in a year in which Mr. At- 
torney GeneraVprosccu'tcs.' Nay, Mr. Editor can 
you inform me tu what use he intends applying 
these 310/? I cannot conceive only upon lBOgo's 
theory of "put money in thy purse."
